Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: During the interview on 7/3/03. the restriction requirement was traversed because 
unity of invention was alleged. The examiner indicated that the case needed to be restricted because several 
independent and distinct inventions were claimed that would present a burden on the USPTO to search and that 
since this was not a national stage application, unity of invention did not apply. The attorneys traversed all of the 
rejections at paper no. 12 and no agreement was reached with the examiner in terms of overcoming these rejections. 
In a subsequent telephone conversation on 7/8/03 with Mr. Spehlman. the examiner indicated that the restriction 
requirement made at paper no. 9 was proper and did encompass the elected species and therefore that the Finality of 
the office action would not be withdrawn. The Genus I that was modified, at paper no. 9 and examined was clarified to 
Mr. Spehlman and is as follows: Genus I. is drawn to claims 19-37, and concerns a compound of formula II in claim 
19 where tisOtoi. R20 and R21 represent radicalas as defined for R1 except the amino acid side chains claimed. 
R2 is as claimed. R' represents radicals defined for R3 except heterocvcloalkvl. heteroarvl.heterocvcloalkvlalkvL and 
heteroaralkvl radicals. R6 is H. alkvl. R4 and R5 come together with the nitrogen to which they are attached to form a 
hydrogenated isoguinolinvl which would include rings D. E. F when Qis 1 .

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
